Maimed—Jewish Paper Says the Horror Was 


Organized By High Russian Officials. 


(Advocate Telegram.) 


NEW YORK, May 15—Authentic details received today show that the 


first reports of the massacre of Jews at Kishineff, Russia, were not exagger 
ated. Suffering is very great and help is needed. American Jews have al 
ready subscribed over $30,000. 
The massacre was caused by the finding, o: 


a body of a Gentile boy in the Jewish quarter. Ignorant peasants believec 
that he was killed and bis blood used by Jews in sacrifice. 
The Hebrews 


in New Yorfk will have an enormous public demonstration against Russian 
cruelty. Many Jews were beaten to death with clubs in the streets of Kish 
ineff. 
Some of the refugees are now arriving in New York where they are 


cared for. Russia remains indifferent to the massacres. 


HORRIBLE DETAILS BECOMING KNOWN. 


(Advocate Telegram.) 


LONDON, May 15—The Jewish Chronicle and other newspapers here 


are now getting details of the massacre of the Jews at Kishineff in Beshara 
bia, Russia. They add fresh horrors to the awful atrocity. Reports as to 
the number of dead differ and range from 6 5to 125. Fully 1000 Jews were 
maimed and otherwise wounded, and hundreds will be cripples for life. 


.Relatives of the murdered Jews who are searching through the ruins 


of their homes for the remains of loved ones, are described as being in a 
state nearing insanity as a result of the awful scenes. Here a hand and 
there a footjs found, while walls in many places are splashed with blood 
"and'bratas.~ArlEishineff Jew details some of the horrors m an interview. 
He declares a Jew was brought to a hospital with one hip, both ankles and 
wrists broken and with bis severed hands and feet dangling by a string. An- 
other case was that of a Jewess who was carried in with two spikes seven 
inches long driven into her brain through her nose. Another was that of 
a man with both lips cut away'with a kitchen knife. After his face had been 
slashed his tormentors pulled his tongue and windpipe out with pincers. 
The paper says the massacre was organized by high Russian officials. 


Four thousand Jews at Kishineff are reported as being without food or 


shelter and with no means to leave the city of horror. 


In its leading editorial today the Jewish Chronicle says: 
"We charge the Russian government with responsibility for the Kini- 


neff massacre. If Europe does not, on the present occasion, dissociate itself 
from the leprous taint of this barbarian power, it writes its humanity down 
a sham and its civilization an organlzec^hypocrisy/' 


During the riots the troops and police were inactive and the governor 


did not leave his palace. 


REFUGEE TALKS. 


New York, May 15—Half crazed by 


tis sufferings and haunted by the fear- 
that his wife and children met the hor- 
i 'ble fate that so few escaped in Kish- 
enelf, Jacob Friedman, refugee from 
the scene of the frig.htful massacre of 
the Jews in Russia, has reached New 
York. 


Friedman was a wealthy glass man- 


ufacturer, but to save his own fife hs 
vas forced to abandon his family and 
property. 
He left liis wife and chil- 


oren in the care of a' Gentile with 
whom he was on friendly terms. 
He 


was chased through the town by the 
mob, bnt made iis escape. Shortly 
after his arrival he told his story. 


"On April 20th, wh"ich was the Ru'3- 


5 .an Easter Sunday, I heard the mob 
shooting in front of my house. 


"When I heard a friend shouting 


'murder' I became alarmed and ran up- 
Ftairs, to where my grandfather, who 
was 73 years old, was sleeping. I 
told him that some one was being bea- 
ten to death in front of our .house. 


"Grandiather went downstairs, al- 


though M>* wife and my four children 
begged him to stay indoors. He in- 
sisted on going out. I started after 


him, 
but when I saw the mob of near- 


ly 200 men, all armed with clubs, sur- 
rounding my poor old grandfather, I 
became frightened and went back to 
the house. 


"Just as I reached the steps I heard 


my grandfather cry out, and 
as I 


looked around I saw three men beat- 
ing him over the head with clubs. He 
died almost instantly, and then the 
mob started 10 break into our house. 


"We hastily barricaded the doors, 


and the mob wa? unable to gain en- 
trance. In the meantime a number of 
our friends entered the house by the 


rear alley, and we all sought safety .in 
the cellar. There were about 20 men, 
women and children huddled together 
in the dark cellar, and we remained 
there for nearly ten hours. 


"Such a sight as met our eyee will 


never be forgotten uy any of us, and 


We all thought that the mob would re- 
turn an any moment and kill us. The 
street pavement was covered 
with 


blood, and even 
the steps of 
th-e 


houses'. 


"We all spent the night in prayer, 


•hoping ithat in some way we would be 
able to make our escape. The next 


day, 
shortly after daybreak. I deter- 


mined to try and get away with my 
wife and four children, and we started 
from the rear of the house, down back 
sireats, until we were on the outskirts 
of the town. 


"There I met a Gentile friend, in 


whose care I left my wife and children. 
Then I returned to my grandfather's 
house to get some money, and it wa^- 
there that I nearly lost my life. Anoth- 
~r mob chased me to the very door of 
the house, but my friends were wait- 
ing for me and held the door open un- 
til I got inside, and then slammed it 
hhut right in the face of the men who 
\vt-re chasing me. 


"They started to batter down the 


windows, and we all fled in terror 
Ihrough the rear. 
There was a crowd 


cf fully 100 waiting for us there and 
v,hen we ran into tho street they be- 
gan to swing their club<i 


By some lucky chance I managed to 


avoid being struck, although I saw 
four men and women beaten to death 
during the few moments I was fighting 
for my life. 


"Then I started to run, and I do not 


think I stopped once all the way to 
Babionka, about 
12 milos distant, i 


w here I caught a .train jjn the Russian 
railway for Gordna. 


"From Gordna I went to Sepeikin 


and from there to Hamburg, where 
embarked for this country. I am near 
!y crazy to hear what has become o 
my wife and children, for I canno 
think of anything else than that iav 
all been killed." 


Friedman said he thought there had 


been fully 500 Jews massacred by the 
nioIiS at KiSlnucff, ami ue kliu\v liia 
it was the desire of every Jewish re=i 
deut to iseek a place of safety.

ALMOST POSITIVE 


Dead Boy is Her Son, Walter Me- 


Cann of Columbus. 


Woman Here With her Daughter to View Remains 


Now at Cedar Hill Vault-Expects to Claim 


the Body on Saturday. 


An almost positive identification of 


the remains ef the man killed by B. & 
O. passenger train No. 102, Monday 
morning was made Friday morning by 
Mrs. Fraftfc Wilson, of 955 Colwell av- 
enue, Columbus, 
and her daughter, 


Miss Cassie McCann. Mrs. Wilson 
and Miss McCana believe that the 
dead boy is Walter McCa'nn, son of 
Mrs. Wilson by her first husband. 


Mrs. Wilson first learned of the ac- 


cident in Newark through the Colum- 
bus Dispatch's account and she was 
positives, .from the Dispatch's picture 
of the dead boy that it is her son. On 
Friday morning Mrs. Wilson and hcr 
danghter,'IMfcs McCann came to New- 
ark and to company with James A. 
McGonagle, want to Cedar Hill ceme- 
tery where the remains now are. Mrs. 
Wilson identified the remains by the 
features and by a scar on the right 
arm, which was caused several years 
ago while the boy was working m the 
Pennsylvania shops at Columbus. Mrs. 
Wilson also positively identified the 
clothing as being that of her son. 


Mrs. Wilson made the following 


statement to an Advocate reporter: 


"I am positive that the dead boy is 


my son. Walter left home about four 
mouths ago saying he would return 
about the first of May. As he did not 
come home ai that time we were 
worried regarding him and when we 
saw the picture in the Columbus Dis- 
patch we were sure that he had been 
killed in Newark. 
When we were 


shown the body this morning we rec- 
ognized the features as being similar 
to Walters, although his face is so 
bloatea that we cannot be positive His 
clothing Js like that which he wore 
when he left home. 
Walter never 


wore a vest and never let a dentist 
touch his teeth. He had a scar on his 
right arm caused by an accident in 
the Pennsylvania shops in Columbus. 
As the boy wore no vest and as his 
teeth had never been touched by a 
dentist I am all the more positive the 
boy is Walter.. He would have been 
22 years at this time and was the same 
height and weight as the body of the 
dead boy is. 
Walter had very dark 


brown hair." 


Mr. McGonagle was told of the scar 


on the arm by Mrs. Wilson and had 
no trouble in finding-it. The identifi- 
cation would have been an easy mat 
ter were it not for the fact chat the 
face was badly bruised in the accident 
and because of the bloated condition 
of the neck and chin. 


Mr. McGonagle showed Mrs. Wil- 


son the Advocate's sketch of the face 
of the dead boy and she stated that 
it greatly resembled her son. 


Although Mrs. Wilson is morally 


certain the dead boy is her son she 
still wants further proof and she and 
Miss McaCnn returned to Columbus 
at one o'clock Friday afternoon for 
the purpose of procuring additional ev- 
idence. 
She will return to Newark 


Saturday morning, and if she can fur- 
ther identify the body she will have 
it taken to her home in Columbus, 
where tie funeral will be held. 


Frank Wilson, Walter's step-father, 


is a Pan Handle freight conductor. 
Mrs. Wilson and Miss McCann are ev- 
idently persons of culture and refine- 
ment. Mr. McGonagle believes that 
he has at last found the identity of 
the boy. 


The body of the unknown man who 


was killed last Monday morning at the 
Union street 
railway crossing, was 


taken Thursday evening to the vault 
of Cedar Hill cemetery from McGona- 
gle's undertaking establishment and 
will remain in the vault till the latter 
part of next week, when, if it is not 
identified it will be buried by the in- 
firmary directors. 
The directors of 


the infirmary 
using every effort to 


establish the identity of the man have 
arranged to have the body kept for at 
least five more days. The body is in 
a good state of preservation. 


During the day Mr. McGonagle re- 


ceived messages from three more Co- 
lumbus people who said they would 
come hore to look at the remains. 
Three came yesterday from Columbus 
but failed to recognize the young man. 


A message from Zancsville says that 


the Zaensville police late Thursday 
night were told bj Carl Dover that the 
dead man's name was Charles Biown, 
and that he lived near Marion, Ind. 
Dover said that he \\ as with him while 
Brown was in Zanesville. 
He says 


the dead man woiked in O'Brien's res- 
taurant there for a few days, and that 
when he left he had a pair of socks 
and a red necktio m his pocket. 


A message has been sent to Marion, 


Ind., asking if the description fits Chas. 
Brown. 


The Advocate telegraphed its corres- 


pondent at Marion, Ind., saying that a 
Zanesville man tail identified the body 
as that of Chas. Biown* of Marlon, and 
at 2:30 p. m. reccned this reply: 


"I am unable to learn of a Charles 


Brown answering ihe description." .

In one of the last of his speeches be- 


fore doing the Tannhauser act of re 
tiring into the park the President re 
ferred to the prosecution of the Fed' 
eral Salt Company in San Francisco as 
one of the accomplishments of Attor 
ney General Knox under his new pro- 
gfatn of finding efficacy in the Sher- 
man anti-trust law.

isting between Yeager and Logan In- 
galls, Frank Eades and Chares Eades, 
the prisoners. 
One rode with Yeager

The police say (that the woman who 


lured Yeager to his death called the 
Eades boys and Ingalls to her aid. 
The authorities say .three men were 


en in Kokomo early in the evening. 


Coroner Harrison said af rer iiis return 
from what is now supposed' ito be the 
scene of the murder: 


"There is a woman in the case, and 


an arro t will be mads as soon as we 
consider it justified. The facts brought 
cut by the farmers along Yeager's 
course are startling, and may lead to 
t'le conviction of men not mentioned 
yet."

with Yeager will be learned today, it 
is expecred. Additional summons will 
be sent for the inquest, and it is said 
t-be will be named.

For His Army—WHJ Probably Next 


Appeal to Powers—May Rely on 


Jealousy. 


Vienna, Maj 
15—The sultan has 


found a new excuse for his inactivity 
and failure to suppress the Albanians, 
but, though excuses coming from Yil- 
diz kiosk as a rule are rather lame and 
their sincerity doubted, there is every 
reason to believe that Abdul Hamid 
lor once is speaking the truth when he 
sajs that Turkey is hampered by lack 
of money. 


The Sultan long ago realized that 


situation is unusually serious, and caHs 
for his utmost efforts toward the paci- 
fication of the peninsula. 


Contrary to the usual Turkish cus- 


tom, he has, therefore, really tried to 
do something, and has probably done 
his utmost to suppress the revolts in 
Albania and Macedonia, but the treas- 
ury of the empire is empty, and it is 
said that the sultan had to pay the 
cost of mobili/mg the army out of his 
own pocket, a thing that is absolutely 
unheard of, ai.d only has been resorted 
to on an occasion of dire necessity . 


It must not be understood, however, 


that this money went to pay the riot- 
ers. 
Turkish soldiers are not useu to 


being paid, and their clamoring for 
their dues calls for no extraordinary 
measure. The trouble this time was 
with the army contractors, who abso- 
lutely refused to furnish the necessary- 
supplies except for cash. To encour- 
age the troopb, to whom in some cases 


a year's pay is due, the sultan has an- 
nounced that he has ordered the form- 
er grand vizier, Said Pasha, to sum- 
mon a financial committee to find 
means of paying the soldiers in Mace- 
donia. 


It is not thought here, however, that 


the sultan will continue to impoverish 
himself, even to save the empire, and 
it is considered more than likely that 
he will finally have to appeal to the 
powers for help and rely upon their 
usual jealousy of one another to keep 
his empire intact. 


In the meantime Austria has decid- 


ed to keep strictly neutral for the pres- 
ent, and the American squadron has 
therefore been recalled from Salonica, 
the battleship Wien alone remaining 
ior the protection of Austrian residents 
agains ta posible outbreak.
